Under Pretense Of War On 


Reds Jap Army Is Occupy- 
ing Kamchatka 


^ AMERICA~WANTS IT 
Aggression Will Probably 


Continue Against The Si- 
berian Country 


RIGA, Dec. 21—Japan is virtually 


in possession of the whole of tho 
Kamchatka penlsula on the east coast 
of Siberia, which the Moscow soviet 
offered to the United States thru 
Washington Vanderlip, it was declar 
ed here today by M. Jurin, a repre- 
sentative of tjie Russian government 
M. Jurin has been serving as foreign 
minister in the Chita government. 
Previously he was in Pekin as the 
agent of both the Chita and Moscow 
governments, seeking to negotiate a 
treaty of recognition. "Japan is to 
blame for the everlasting condition 
of war in the far east." added M.. Jur- 
in, "These are my words, but they are 
also the words of Mr. Ebbett of the 
American mission which visited Chita 
to investigate conditions in the re- 
public. The Americans said they felt 
tree only in. towns where there were 
no Japanese soldiers." 


The Chita officials said Japan noti- 


fied his government that if it made 
certain concessions Japan would wipe 
nut the anti-Bolshevists at Vladivo- 
stok. 
The government replied it 


would make peace with Japan only 
on condition all the Japanese troops 
evacuate Siberia.

"Japan dared not lay hands on Kara-' 


chatka openly. Consequently she or- 
ganized 
a Russian 
anti-Bolshevist 


army under Gen. Botch Karef. This 
army, sent north thru the Siberian 
maritime 
provraces, 
occupied 
the 


whole pe-iinsula. It is still in pos 
session of this territory." 


The Russians fear the new Jajja^ese

sea, and the north Pacific; on the | 
other by the Sea of Okhotsk. It is | 
700 miles long and 22o miles wide at j 
the widest portion. It contains about J 
125,000 square miles. 


When the Russian soviet offered 


the peninsula to the United states It 
was suggested that the American gov-1 
ernment might establish a naval base 
at Avatcha bay to protect Alaska. 


The topography of the coast on 


Avatcha bay would enable the erec- 
tion of a second Gibraltar.

a county of 33,000 people. 
That 


>ans that the people of Coshocton-co 


have given only 1-5 of a cent each for 
use in fighting tuberculosis 
among 


their own people. 


It had been hoped by the Women's 


Federated Clubs, which has charge of 
the sale of the seals in this county, 
that at least ?1,000 could be raised 
here this year. That quota had been 
set for the city alone, which would 
have required an average donation of 
50 cents from each family in the city. 


The proceeds from the sale of the 


sealf. during the week allotted to this 
county, that of December 4, were but 
one-half of this amount. 


With the hope that the remaining 


portion of the quota can he made up 
In the last few days before Christmas, 
the seals have been placed in all of 
the city drug stores and several of 
the dry goods stores and the Y.W.C. 
A. rooms. There will be no special 
salesmen to handle the seals, these 
stores donating the services of their 
clerks for the work. 


Eighty per cent of the money col- 


lected from the sale of the seals is 
used in Coshocton-co. The remaining 
20 per cent is used by the state anti- 
tuberculosis society. Last year there 
was $931 collected In this county, $713 
of which was used for the treatment 
of Coshocton-co tuberculosis patients.

io patient*.

Jrom. the social at New Bedford. When 
Jie girls refused to yield to the"1r 
entreaties, it was shown that 
the 


youths brutally dragged the Loutzin- 
ger girl from the buggy, bound her 
limbs and placed her in the rear seat 
of Welling's car where Welling was 
alleged to have raped the girl.

The appellate court opinion stated- 


1 "Court records abound in instances of 
human depravity in various forms, but 
it must be confessed that this ex- 
hibition of bestial passion and piti- 
less cruelty, as appears to be without 
parallel. 
Such violations of law can- 


not go unheeded or unpunisned. 
The 


instinct of humanity and the supie- 
macy of law cry out against it. 
The 


claims of society and the exactions of 
the law neither tolerate nor permit it 
and while the law does not seek the 
punishment of one not proven legally 
guilty of crime, it does not counten- 
ance or condone an unprovoked and 
fiendish assault upon the chastity of 
unoffedning and innocent girls of ten- 
der years In the light of this record, 
we are far from being persuaded that 
the verdict of the juiy in this case 
is not fully sustained by the evidence 
or is contrary to law." 


Welling^s sentence, as handed down 


by the common pleas court, was from 
three to seven years in the Mansfield 
reformatory. He is now serving time 
on that sentence

DUBLIN, Dec. 21.—The Sinn Fein 


delegation accepted the Irish 
peace 


treaty as the result of a three-hour ul- 
timatum from Premier Lloyd George 
which did not give them time to con- 
sult their colleagues in Dublin, 1t was 
revealed in Dail EJreann today by G. 
Gavan Duffy, a member of the delega- 
tion. 


Duffy made his statement in course 


of debate in Dail on the treaty. "Pre- 
mier Lloyd George served an ultima- 
tum on us December 4. lie was not 
play acting. We had only three hours 
to decide and we did not have time 
to cons:1", either Dail Eireunn or tho 
cabinet. It was a question of peace 
or war," said Duffy. 
"The moment 


was the most critical during the long 
course of the peace negotiations. We 
were sent as peace delegates and were 
suddenly transformed into representa- 
tives with the deciding 
powers 
of 


peace or war 
If it were to be war, 


hordes of Ravages would be loosed on 
Ireland. We lost tho republic of Ire- 
land to save the people of Ireland. It 
was with a heavy heart that I signed 
the pact " 


Forty more speakers were still 
to 


be heard on the treaty when Dail Eir- 
eann convened. 
It appeared certain 


a vote would not be had before to- 
morrow night, possibly Friday. 


There was an angry exchange of 


words between J Duggan another of 
the Sinn Fein peace delegates and De- 
Valera. 


"We could not have evaded our re- 


sponsibility on thi<i night of the -sign- 
ing of the agreement," said Duggan. 
"Now you must be responsible to the 
country. 


"The treat}' gave almost everything 


Irish patriots died for 
No combina- 


tion of deputies ia entjtled to send the 
Irish nation to its rleath." 


Duggan is chief liason officer of the

Teiin . saving he was an eye witnej5,& 
to the killing of Hally and would tes- 
tify about it.

ish, Frensh, Japanese and American 
insular possessions in

Pacific', 


were announcing to the world the es- 
sential failure of the conference ithell 
For they hart severed the last threads 
of confidence on the part of Oriental 
peoples in Che friendship of the gov- 
ernment of the United States. Imper- 
ialism had repeated its Versailles per- 
formance. 


It appears to avail nothing, hence- 


forth, that the Senate will resist the 
ratification of the "Cocoanut Islands 
Treaty," the four-power pact has al- 
jeady been characterized. 
The peo- 


ples of the East had 
counted 
upon 


American support in freeing themselv- 
es from the domination of Japanese 
and British exploiters. 
The 
confer- 


ence has stepped aside from it's pro- 
gram to negotiate 
a treaty under 


which the Japanese will claim 
that 


they have forced the Americans 
and 


French to join the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance covering the islands of the Pa- 
cific, and it had forced Chinese dele- 
gates here to assent to three declara- 
tions which mean that China 
Is 
a 


ward of the powers. 


In place of Article X of the cove- 


nant of the league of Nations, with 
its obligation upon the United States 
to enter into the wars of the Allied 
conquerors to protect their new seiz- 
ures of territory, wo have this Article 
II of the ne'ft treaty: 


"If tho Mud rights are threatened 


by the aggressive action of any other 
power, the high contracting 
parties 


shall communicate with one another 
fully and frankly in order to arrive at 
an understanding as to tho most effi- 
cient measures to be taken, jointly or 
separately, to meet the exigencies of 
the particular situation " 


Exactly as at Paris, when President 


Wilson offered tho explanations, 
so 


now Senator Lodge says 'There is no 
provision for the u&e of force to carry- 
out any of the teims of the agreement 
and no military or 
naval 
sanction 


lurks anywhere in the background or 
under cover of these plain and direct 
clauses. 


Borah and others in the Senate will 


doubtless ask where this agreement 
to consult ou measures of defense im- 
plies anything else than force. 


"This is an attempt," continues 


Lodge, "to remove the causes of war 
over a great area of the globe's sur- 
face by reliance upon the good faith 
and honest intentions of the nations 
•which sign the treaty, solving all dif- 
ferences thru the processes of diplom- 
acy and joint consideration and con- 
ciliation."

SYDNEY, X. S. W., Dec. 20. -- A 


disgraceful state of affairs exists at 
Nauru, one of the North Pacific Ocean 
islands mandated to Australia by the 
.League of Nations. 


Here the vast phosphate 
deposits, 


for which the island is 
noted, 
are 


worked by natives who are paid the in- 
significent wage of 30 cents per week. 
It is a system of downright slavery 
carried on by the Australian Common- 
wealth anti-labor government, despite 
the indignant protests of the people 
of Australia. 


When the Germans were driven from 


Nauru in 1914 there were 700 Chinese 
and 200 Kanakas employed In working 
the rich phosphate deposith 
on the 


island of Nauru. These were paid at 
the rate of $7.GS per month, with $1 
per month bonus and all 
food sup- 


pi ied. 


But with the change of ownership of 


the island came a change 
of policy. 


Tho rich 
deposits of 
phosphate at 


Nauru were divided up between Brit- 
ain, 
Australia and New Zesiland, and 


apparently in order to get the greatest, 
profit possible out of the phosphate 
industry, a system of slavery was in- 
trodiu'ed. 


Natives were recruited from 
other 


Pacific islands 
for work at Nauru. 


Those are being paid at the rate of 30 
cents per week, or .$1.20 per month — 
less than one-sixth thf: wage paid by 
the Germans to the Chinese laborer.-, 
before the war. And lest the. low paid 
natives should 
become 
dis.-.itistled 


with their lot, they receive IS (ems 
por month in actual cash. 
The re- 


maining 7^ cents per month is retain- 
ed until they have worked their in- 
dentured term —which varir-s from two 
to three years. This money is kept In 
hand as security against their break- 
ing their engagements.

out of harmony with the spirit of the disarmament conference. 
While the spirii and action of the conference us for armament 
reduction and co-operation to maintain peace, France's repre- 
sentatives have pleaded armament and war dangers arid insist- 
ed upon militaristic policies and projects. 


We like to think of France in terms of progress and higher 


civilization, not of reaction and brute force. France pleads for 
sympathy. She has had it in full measure—sympathy and sup- 
port in her greatest trial and danger. She has it now for all 
legitimate purpo&es and aspirations, but she imperils it when,j A group of burlesque "girls were 
instead of co-operating with her former allies for peace, she en- 
danger's their efforts to bring about progressive disarmaments 
and threatens with destruction all their plans for peaceful .co- 
operation for the welfare of the world. Briand's plea for the 
maintenance of large land forces on the ground of a menace 
from Germany, which was not fully justified in the public mind, 
does not apply at all to sea armaments. France cannot say that 
she is menaced by German naval power for Germany has no 
navy and cannot build one for a generation. 
If France stood 


out uncompromisingly for an excess of navy over the agreed 
ratio for possible war it would have to be for war with one of 
her late allies. 


The conference cannot depart |rom the basic principle laid 


down at the opening of the conference and accepted in prin- 
ciple by every nation represented. 
This was armament limita- 


tion in the ratio of existing naval strength, including, of course, 
actual work accomplished on naval programs. The change of 
the principle and the ratio would overthrow all the work of the 
conference. The argument of national needs was threshed our 
in the case of Japan. Besides since France was to do the major 
part of her building after the 10-year holiday, her proposal at 
this time lacked any sort of justification. 


We hope that there has been no concession in any import- 


ant point to induce France to come into agreement with the 
other conferees. It would be a distinct blow to fair and faith- 
ful international co-operation for peace if agreements have to 
be gained by hard bargaining. 
The spirit of the new order is 


not in accord with the spirit of bargain and sale, greed and 
gain. In any event, the way is now open for an agreement and 
a treaty on the original basis. There is reason for world-wide 
rejoicing over the conclusion of the crisis.

It is a serious possibility that they will devise 
a laboratory method of manufacturing gold with which to pay 
their war indemnities."

- that Professor Fisher now refers to this possibility of the Ger-

bility." The Allies want gold, and yet if the Germans learn 
how to produce it in quantities so thai they can pay in- 
: demnities this would be regarded as a disaster! 


Do the Allies want the indemnities paid ? They do. Why, 


- then, this fear of obtaining the gold with which the indemnities 


can be paid? 
Professor Fisher goes on to point out the reason 
' when he says that "it only remains to cheapen the process auf- 
i ficiently to so flood the world with chemically manufactured 


gold that it will be made worthless." 
Germany could produce 


- gold in the amounts required to meet the indemnities as they 


fall due. She certainly would not flood the world with this gold 
until she had satisfied the demands of the victors.
